Opposition by Farm Bloc 
Fails to Halt Approval; 
Bill Now Up to Coolidge 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 9. (#)—The 
bill providing substantial salary in- 
creases for Federal Judges, hanging 
fire since last session, was approved 
today by the House, 295 to 39. It 
now goes to President Coolidge, who 
has advocated a higher pay echedule 
for the judiciary. 

The measure, passed by the Senate 
before the recent recess, drew the fire 


in the House of a number of farm- 


bloc members, who expressed oppo- 
sition to salary increases until some- 
thing is done about farm relief. 

It also came in for attack from 
Representative Rainey, 
linois, who objected to a provision 
raising Chief Justice Taft's 
$20,000. He said Mr. Taft was re- 
ceiving an annuity of $10,000 from 
the estate of Andrew Carnegie, a 
“subsidy of the United States Steel 
Corporation,” he contended. His 


amendment to fix the Chief Justice’s : 


salary at $15,000, however, was re- 
jected 


Leading the dsbate for passage, 
Chairman Graham of the Judiciary 
Committee, said the primary purpose 
of the bill was to make a fair ad- 
justment of salaries with living ex- 
penses and to make if possible for 
the bar to send its most gifted mem- 
bers to the bench. 

He described Rajney’s charges as 
“entirely without point,” since the 
Carnegie annuity was provided for 
long before Mr. Taft became a mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court. 

The bill would increase the annual 
compensation of associate Supreme 
Court justices from $14.500 to $20,000 
and would raise the salaries of Judges 
m the lower Federal courts propor- 
tionately.

DERN SAYS RATIFICATION 
ONLY WAY TO END DISPUTE 


SALT LAKE CITY, Dec. 9. (?)-—Con- 
vinced that only ratification of the 
seven-State compact by all con- 
cerned, will avert almost endless liti- 
gation and long delay to proposed 
development on the lower Colorado 
River, but still hopeful for adjust- 
ment of differences between Arizona 
and California, that will make ratifi- 
cation possible, Gov. Dern returned 
last night from a ten days’ tour 
of Southern California, Arizona, New 
Mexico and Colorado. 

The purpose of the journey was to 
obtain first-hand information re- 
garding problems and differences of 
California and Arizona and with the 
hope that Utah might be helpful in 
working out some amicable adjust- 
ment. 

“All members of our party have a 
sincere sympathy for the people of 
Imperial Valley and bear the friend- 
liest feelings toward Los Angeles,” 
said Gov. Dern, “but they also rec- 
ognize certain justness in many of 
the contentions of Arizona, particu- 
larly in relation to the desire of a 
treaty with California allocating the 
waters of the lower river in advance 
of ratification of the compact.”

Mexican association with Fall, he re- 
lated how at one time they both were 
practicing law at Silver City. 
He related now he sunk his first 
well on land that now is within the 
Los Angeles city limits, with a pick 
and shovel.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9. (4)—The in- 
evitable battle over Senatorial cam- 
paign expenditures began today in the 
Senate. 

Unexpectedly, Senator Dill, Demo- 
crat, Washington, opened the fight 
over the outlays in the Ilinols and 
Pennsylvania Republican primaries 
by offering resolutions, on which 
action was deferred, declaring Wil- 
liam 8. Vare and Frank L. Smith dis- 
qualified as Senators-elect from those 
two States. 

Earlier the opening of a new fle 
for investigation was proposed by 
John R. Neal, attorney of Knoxville, 
Tenn., who charged in a letter to the 
Senate Elections Committee that Sen- 
ator Tyson, Democrat, Tennessee, had 
spent $1,600,000 in his primary cam- 
paign two years ago. Neal requested 
an investigation. 

COMMITTEE MEETS 

Before the Senate met, the special | 
Senate campaign expenditures com- 
mittee discussed future activities be- 
hind closed doors for an hour, but 
adjourned without reaching a deci- 
sion as to when it will meet or as to 
what its procedure will be. Indica- 
tions were given, however, that the 
committee is not through yet. 

In offering his resolutions, Senator 
Dill admitted it was unprecedented, 
but d@clared the credentials of Vare 
and Smith were “stained and sticky 
with money and the doors of the 
Senate should be closed to them. 

He explained that if some step to 
prevent it is not taken at this ses- 
sion, both Vere and Smith, will be 
placed on the govenment pay roll 
March 4 and will function as Sen- 
ators before the Senate can get an 
opportunity to “evict” them. ° 

AWAIT REPORT 

His position was sustained by Sen- 
ator Ashurst, Democrat, Arizona, 
who declared that both Smith and 
Vare should be prever.ted from tak- 
ing seats as “Senators de facto.” 

Some other Senators, who have 

been holding back awaiting the for- 
mal report of the Reed committee, 
were inclined to view the resolutions 
as premature and action was held up 
without protest, although Senator 
Dill had announced he would press 
them.

NFETTERING JUSTICE 
If words were curative, enough has 
been said about the crime problem in this 
country to effect a complete moral regen- 
eration. Unfortunately, mere discussion, 
whether optimistic or pessimistic, is not 
sufficient to overcome the recognized bar- 
riers to better conditions. The concrete 
action which should follow in the wake of 
enlightened conversation has been slow in 
materializing. In some instances, however, 
an actual step has been taken toward real- 
izing a far-distant goal. be 
In the forefront of these, so far as Cali- 
fornia is concerned, is the creation of a 


speed up court procedure. The apparently 
inevitable slowness of the average court 
action in this State, as well as in others, 
long has been recognized as an aid to the 
criminal element and a menace to the law- 
abiding. By the correlated and co-operat- 
ive efforts of leading jurists comprising 
the new judicial council it is hoped in a 
large measure to overcome this slowness. 
But there is another important factor 
which must be taken into consideration. 
While the council will appoint judges who 
have leisure time in their own courts to 


te i¢ Sit in other more crowded ones, there as 
alse yet has been no provision made for sim- 
plification of the legal system which per- 


mits deluged dockets to exist. By switch- 
ing the jurists around from one court to 
another much can be done to hasten the 
trial of cases. It will be only through a 
very specific course of action, however, 
that the cause behind the result can be 
corrected. An archaic legal procedure 
alone is to blame for the inexcusable jum- 
ble confronting American courts. 

Justice in its elemental form is simple. 
Man's multifarious activities have bound 
it tightly in red tape, hand and foot. To 
cut these cords is one of the chief tasks 
presented to the trained minds of lawyers 
and judges who have the future welfare of 
the country at heart. An attempt is to be 
made in California to revise the criminal 
code. Included in the legal phase of that 
work must be the greater consideration of 
rendering justice less trammeled. Subter- 
fuge and legal chicanery in a large meas- 
ure can be banished if provisions are made 
to obtain the very highest type of man on 
the bench and then give him wide powers 
to prevent what is patently mere sparring 
for. time. Murderers morally convicted 
should not be permitted to go free and 
menace society because of some knothole 
in the law's musty intricacies. Neither 


should an innocent person be victimized 


and prosecuted because it Is legally per- 
missible to do so. The representation of 
justice as blind is a beautiful imagery, but 
in the modern maze of laws and statutes 
the bandage should be torn off and the lady 
with the scales given another eye in the 
back of her head. She needs it. 

It is in the placing of a high type of jur- 
ist in the courts, unworried by politica] 
considerations, coupled with a sweeping and 
thorough sorting out of legal flotsam and 
jetsam that relief will be found. The ju- 
diclal council should be only the first step. 
The scales of justice are out of plumb; 
politics and red tape weigh too much. They 
should be thrown overboard.

The peace of South America has been 
threatened for years by the controversy, 
and if Pery assents to the award it will 
be a matter of satisfaction for the people 
ef thet continent as well as for those of 
the United States.

“A campaign will de put on to sow 
this country so deep with facts of the 
economic, moral and social] benefits of pro- 
hibition that a reputable citizen will no 
more think of speaking of his bootlegger 
than he would of his horse thief.” 
This is the defi that Wayne B. Wheeler,

Sneers have 
strengthened the Anti-Saloon League—it is 
the church of all denominations in action. 

A campaign that stirs up investigation 
ever leaves the prohibition forces more 
strongly intrenched. The best wet weapon 
js to jet the country go to sleep, and this 
has not Seen used.

SUGGESTION 


By The Foothill Philosopher 

A brief item in a recent issue of 
an eastern newspaper confirmed 
me in my conviction that the 
strongest, most convincing way of 
telling a story or “getting an idea 
over“ is through suggestion. It 
was not a pleasant story, but the 
reporter was an artist. The arti- 
cle contained two sentences, the 
first sentence stating that a young 
woman had left her home on a 
certain evening, saying she was 
going to a party. The second sen- 
tence was: “This morning her 
body was found in the river.” 

Suggestion is and has always 
been the strongest note in tragedy 
and all drama, the soul of humor 
and satire, the sharpest dagger in 
the hand of cruelty, the crown of 
kindness and the most effective 
weapon of diplomacy. 

Once in Arizona a Coroner’s jury 
was called up to give an opinion 
as to how an Indian had met his 
death. The Indian had been mur- 
dered by another Indian who, 
apparently, bad been wronged, 
The foreman of the jury said; 
“Now, gentlemen, we have no busi- 
ness with sentiment, but we can- 
not forget that Joe is an Indian, 
that the Indian has different ideas 
and ideals than the white man— 
and that he is hardly responsible 
for crimes committed against those 
who wrong him.” 

The jury “had no business with 
sentiment,” of course—but the way 
of escape was made easy for Joe. 

A whole column of clever cuss- 
words may not be as biting as the 
statement: “I won't say what I 
think.” All the blood stains in 
Macbeth are less horrifying than 
Macbeth's trembling words: “I am 
afraid to think what I have done! 
Look on't again, I dare not!“ The 
secret of the best acting is to be 
found in the power of suggestion. 
Witness men like Walthall and 
Hayakawa. Poe's short stories are 
masterpieces because of Poe’s mas- 
tery in the art of suggestion. If 
one could find any quarrel with 
Dante it would be that he left noth- 
ing to the imagination. 

If you want to “put something 
over,” don’t say it. Suggest it— 
and “watch it grow.”
